the real gypsy with other racos. Gyp- 
sies are very numerous in England, 
but it is necessary to have a guide 
if the visitors would like to see them 
in their favorite haunts. Of iate 
years, law, order and sanitary condi- 
tions have driven the Romanies into 
4 secluded nooks and forest lingles. In 
Buch places can be seen the oval roof- 
ed caravan, quite unlike the palatial 
conveyance of would-be imitators or 
show people. Here also can be 
found the tents, which reminds one of 
that vast throng of pé@ople, the Israel- 
ites, who lived the gipsy life and were 
tent dwellers.

The whole system of the ish | on 


language is based upoh sound, ery 
word spoken is made of one or 
more distinct sounds. No one speaks 
a word without giving utterance to 
some of these sounds. When we gay 
cat we do not name the three letters, 
ae cat, but we give the sound of o 
and at, blended together and get cat. 

The child by this new sound-reading 
method is taught to work out words by 
means of what is known as the family 
group. After learning the sounds of 
the consonants the child takes up dif- 
ferent families, as the at, the an, and 
the {ll families, and builds words as 
cat, rat, mat, man, ran, fill, rill; 
etc., adding little by little until a large 
vocabulary is acquired. This is the 
foundation of the néw method of 
teaching known as the phonic method. 

The first important thing for the 
chiki to learn is reading, in order that 
ft may be able to gain information for 
itself. It is therefore of the greatest 
importance that the child be taught 
this as soon as possible. 

With the time-wasting alphabet, a 
child was ‘considered somewhat of a 
prodigy that could master the letters 
and their ofder at. the age of five 
years, Many months were wasted by 
the children in having those 26 char- 
acters implanted in their minds. It 
has been demonstrated by the new 
phonic system that children can ac- 
quire the ability.to read much less 
time than by the old A C method, 
and advancement ig much more rapid. 

Sounds and not names of letters 
should be mastered first, for words are 
only sounds or combination of sounds. 
If the name of the letter is learned 
first, as under the old method, it inter- 
feres with the appreciation of the 
sound element in the word and unne- 
cessarily complicates the process of 
learning to read. 

After the child has commenced to 
read and has acquired a vocabulary 
and the ability to recognize certain 
words, the names of the letters and 
spélling are introduced, |The primary 
work, however, is to teach the child 
to read, and a knowledge of the alpha- 
yet is not necessary to acccmplish 
this. 

By the phonic method the child is 
taught to recognize the word and its 
hame as a whole. For instance, the 
word dog is recognized, taken in and 
absorbed by the child as.one thing in 
its entirety, instead of learning the 
three distinct characters of which the 
word is, composed. It is just as easy 
for the child to do this as to resort to 
the old, cumbersome method of pick- 
ing out the three separate cnraracte: 

Many who.are teaching reading by 
the old A B C@ method think that is 
the best possible way, but the Modern 
Progress League ay Nye by actual 
practice that under the new plan chil- 
dren can be taught to read quite in- 
telligently without knowing a single 
letter by name. / 

One of the advocates of this system 
was questioned as to whether this 
phonic reading would not tend to 
make the child a poor speller. He 
said: I do not believe the new meth- 
But I do 
think the old system of striking out 
the silent letters in words did affect 
the spelling. On the whole, I think 
children read’and spell much better 
and in a much shorted time “when 
taught by the phonic system.

Hose for conducting air from the 
surface to the diver under the water 
has heretofore been conriderec indis- 
pense ble.

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How Rockefeller .Got His Start 

When I was ten years old I had sue- 
ceeded in warning some money. It 
was $60. I loaned it toe neighbor at 
a per cent. interest. Inea year “the 
money earned me’ $8.50. From that 
time onward i determincd to make 
money work for me. 

So writes John Davison Rockefeller 
who began to make a living almost as 
At 10 he 
was earning 87 cents a day hoein 
a ne‘ghbor’s potato fields. In 1853, 
-~when he was 14, he ieft his Tioga 
County, N.Y., birthplace for Cleveland. 
There he got a j.b as office boy. Lat- 
er he became a clerk; shen cashier and 
bookkeeper for a mercantile house. He 
and two friends managed tv borrow 
enough money to take hold of a petrol- 
eum refinery. Rockfeluer saw wonder- 
ful possibilities in ofl and he reached 
out for one refinery after another, un- 
til in 1861 he was able to organize 
the Standard Oil Co. Six yearg later 
the Standurd O{l Trust was formed 
and Rockefell+r was on the way to fa- 
‘pulous fortune. He had a genius for 
borrowing. Indeed, his start. was 
made on borroweé capital plus genius. 
He is sald to have been worth less 
than $1,000 in his own right when he 
was 30. But the borrowed money 
worked for him until there was to 
further need to borrow.

Supérsensitiveness to faint 
shocks hardly. give satisfactory expla- 
nation, for modern seismographs are 
very sensitive, and it is quite unlikely 
that tremors too slight to be recorded 
would be feit so strongly as to give 
alarm.
